There he betrayed

life of Sparta. 
But the chiefs of (be 
Spartans plotted to kill him, so he fled 
H e was now hand and glove with 
the en em ies of Greece, and becam e 
famous in Rerwla's service.

a tim e Tia*aphernes took offense at 
his behavior and tried to murder him. 
Alcibiades escaped. 
Through 
sheer 
cleverness lie inrsuaded the Athenians 
to pardon him aud to take him hack 
Into favor. 
Again he found him self 
leader of the armies of Athens.

again through uais* hance or perversity 
he threw away his lurk. 
li e was de­ 
prived of command, and after various 
adventures started, in 404, to Persia 
to try his fortune at the court of that 
country.
